Co«i nnuers and coal operators 
o( Hopkins couuty, and coal peo- 
p!. everywhere, an well as every- 
body else who has any informa- 
tion as to the conditions in this 
cold field and operation of mines 
in general, has been laughing 
at the'absurity of the canard ex- 
ploited by tlie Madisonviile Jour- 
nal and though thut rlruinel to 
the daily papers, which tells how 
the non-union mined of Hopkins 
county are in imminent danger of 
going skyward over the impulse 
of explosives alleged to have been 
planted bv union men. if the mi- 
ners continue to refuse to "jine" 
the miners union. They say that 
such conditions as are described 
in rhat remarkable letter are im- 
possible m a mine that has any 
sort of management aud assert 
that nobody will claim that the 
Hopkins county mines are not 
well managed. And they say 
that such a calamity as is pre- 
dicted would be a physical im- 
possibility any way. 

One coal operator said : "One 
of the Earlingtou minea is spread 
nut under seveu hundred acres 
and the men at work are scatter- 
ed through at least two hundred 
acres. This mine is a drift mine 
with numerous outlets for safe 
exit of the men. No amount of 
explosives, even if any at all 
could be 'planted' by union emis- 
saries, could 'blow up'thismiue. 
N)W,[«hat part of this mine, for 
instance, would the unionists 
blow uw?" 

Coal men elmm that these 
mines are the safest to be found 
auj where and the fact is general- 
ly accepted that the uon uuiou 
operators have always gone their 
limit to protect the lives and 
property of their employes 
against any violence. Facts 
brought out at the recent meeting 
of the coal operators of Western 
Kentucky, held at Louisville, 
prove the claims made as to the 
safety of the mines of Hopkins 
county. It was shown there bv 
official statistics that 011 the av- 
erage for the various states there 
haa been one lite lost for every 
400,000 tons of coal produced in 
in this country. The figures for 
all of Hopkius couuty were uot 
available, but the statistics show- 
ed that the 81 Bernard group of 
mines had produced 1,100,000 
tons of coal for each life that had 
been sacrificed. It was at a ses- 
sion of the operators a* which 
measures for increased safety of 
the miners whb under considera- 
tion that these facts were brought 
out.

U. S. GEOLOGICAL SURVEY REPORTS 
DISASTERS IN CLOSING MONTH. 

A production of between 450,- 
000,000 and 460,000,000 short 
tons of coal in the United States 
in 1907 is indicated by the re- 
turns received thus far by the 
United 8tates Geological Survey 
or an increase of about 10 per 
cent over the record-breaking 
output of 1906, according to Mr. 
E. W. Parker, coal expert and 
Chief Statistician of the Survey. 

Great Increase is Anthracite Production. 

The most notable increase was 
made in the production of Penn- 
sylvania anthracite, in which a 
gain of over 20 per cent was re- 
corded, if the shipments report- 
ed by the Bureau of Anthracite 
Coal Statistics may be accepted 
as in licativo of the total produc- 
tion; and as the shipment 
amounted to more than 85 per 
cent of the total production Ml oil 
an assumption is not unreason- 
able. The shipments of anthra- 
site in 1907 amounted to 07,100,- 
JW1 long tons, as auamst •"•5,690,- 
595 long tons in 1904 This would 
indicate a total production for 
the year of approximately 7<i,-

The shipment - lexcludiug a Feb- 
ruary of 28 days)ranged from ">,- 
249,946 long torn iu January to 
6,015,851 loug tons iu Gctober, 
aud the average monthly ahip- 
meuts were not quite 5,600,000 
tous. These flgures iudicate that 
the mines were operated with 
remarkable steadiness from 
mouth to mouth and that the 
transportation was also eveuly 
distributed throughout the year. 

Ineraaie or Ten Par Cent in BiUamoa* 

Output. 

The production of bitumiuous 
coal cau uot be estimated as 
closely as that of anthracite, for 
unfortunately there is uo such re- 
liable method of arriving at the 
total; but letters received by 
the survey from a uumber of the 
larger operators uud from stateof- 
licials indicate that Ihe output of 
bitoimuoaa coal in 19U7 exceeded 
that oi the previous year by T to 
10 per cent. The increases were 
rather unevenly distributed and 
were influenced by sevei || 
causes.

tniuous e«"ii are used in 00 
lualiiu.' .. .d tor other lndustr.

to a lar^e extent wiped out. Had 
it not been for this disturbance 
in financial circles the prod action 
of bituminous coal In 1907 would 
probably have shown an increase 
eJmoH comparable with the irain 
in anthracite production. It is 
almost certain that the increase 
would have amounted to about 
15 per cent, the total output be- 
ing between 890,000.000 and 
400,000,000 tons. As it is the 
output will probably about 25,- 
000,000 tons short of that figure. 

Transportation Condition. 

The shortage of ear supply, of 
which almost constant complaint 
bus been heard for the la>t few 
years, continued durini: the first 
nine months of 1907, and owing 
to the demands for and Irigh 
prices paid to labor iu other lines 
of industry, miners aud other 
workers in the bituminous coal- 
mining districts were scarce. 
After October however, the sup- 
ply of both cars and labor was 
plentiful. As compared with 
conditions in 1906, the transpor- 
tation facilities were somewhat 
improved. It is probable that 
if sufficient cars could have beeu 
furnished to meet all the re 
quit emends of the producers, the 
output, would have been pushed 
in excess of the demand, and the 
nsutl (ie noruliz itton attendant 
ou such a condition would have 
resulted. 

Changei in Kauk of Statei 

It is not possible at this time 
to give definitely the or ler of 
producing states ; but owim: to 
the fact that West V irginla was 
more seriously affected .by the 
financial flurry than was her 
rival state Illinois, it is uot im- 
probable that the complete statis- 
tics of production maf show that 
Illinois has regained the second 
place (next to Pennsylvania) 
that she lost in 1906 through the 
suspensiou of mining during 
the sprine months, and that 
West Virgiuia will once more be 
third in rauk. 

Four Memorable Mining Duaeteri. 

The elosinir month of the year 
was one of the darkest in the 
history of the coal mining in- 
dustry, for it witnessed the oc- 
currence of four separate disast 
era, each in tlie Appalachian 
bituminous coal field and each at 
teuded by the sacriflce of many 
lives. The first, on the first day 
of the month, was an explosion 
at the Naomi mine of the United 
States Coal compauy uear Pitts- 
burg, Pa., the secoud wrecked 
miues No. 6 and 8 of the Fair- 
mont Coal Compauy, ol Mouou- 
gah, W. Va., the third was an 
explosion of gas iu the Yolaude 
Coal & Coke Company's mine at 
Volaude, Ala., and the fourth 
wrecked the Darr miue of the 
Pittsburg Coal Compauy near 
Connelhville, Pa. Between 600 
and 800 lives were lost iu these 
explosions, all of which occured 
within a period of three weeks.

It is stated that a federal 
jud^c in a western Texas district has 
belli that the Japanese are eligible, and 
it is probable that at the end of the 
term of qualified residence no 
objection will be made to the final 
naturalization. 

This colony In Harris county occu- 
pies about 1,000 acres of land, nearly 
All of which Is under cultivation, the 
most of It being planted In rice. They 
also cultivate vegetables and fruits, 
and have proved themselves success- 
ful farmers. They have built them- 
selves comfortable homes and have to 
a great extent adopted American cus- 
toms. They have a Presbyterian 
church and a preacher trained at the 
I'nlon Theological seminary In Vir- 
ginia. 

About four ytars ago a colony of 
Japanese settled on the Mitchell lake 
farms, south of San Antonio. The 
Mitchell lake farms are under Irriga- 
tion and the Japanese have held their 
own with the Hermans and the Bo- 
hemians, who have been the most suc- 
cessful farmers lu this part of the 
country. 

One of the most successful of this 
colony, named Porido. took advantage 
of the influx of his countrymen last 
winter and had some Japanese car- 
penters In the party build him a Jap- 
anese bouse. It ts rather a quaint 
and graceful type of architecture and 
is well adapted to this climate. He 
lives there with bis wife and two chil- 
dren. The oldest, a boy about three 
years or age, la the Bret Japanese 
child born In Texas.

Kaaaaa City.— The ancient Santa Pe 
church at Santa Pe, N. M la the old- 
est house of worship In the United 
States, according to the claim of the 
Christian Brothers, the Catholic order 
which has charge of the edifice. 
•Brother David," who looks after the 
spiritual welfare of the parish, says 
the records of the Christian Brothers 
show that the foundation of the Santa 
Pe qhareh was la'd la 1641. The next 
oldest church building la this country 
is the mission of Ssa Xavler. situated 
a ear Tucson.

were strong and serviceable Is* at- 
tested by the fact that they have with- 
stood the ravages of the elements for 
nearly 400 year? and still are in ap- 
parently as good condition as when 
they were first placed in position. 

The church has undergone many im- 
provements since first It was built. It 
now lias little resemblance to the 
original structure. The adobe outside 
walls have been smoothed over with 
plaster and wherever evidence of de- 
cay waa shown repairs were made. 
The ancient belfry has been remodeled 
to such an extent that its appearance 
Is entirely changed from that of the 
original structure. The old bell, which 
Is said to have been placed In the 
church at the time of Its completion! 
now occupies a position Just inside the 
entrance door of the church. The bell 
of Itself Is a relic that attracts the at 
tentlon of all who visit the historic 
place. It was cast August 9, 1*56. as 
is shown by the date which Is molded 
upon It. The tone of the bell is mel- 
low and musical and can be heard a 
great distance. 

The distinguished honor of ringing 
this ancient bell Is accorded to but 
few persons by "Brother David." Presi- 
dent Roosevelt Is one of those who 
was Invited to sound for the tones of 
the bell. This was In 190:1. when the 
president visited Santa Fe The chief 
executive of the nation pulled the rope 
with a vigor that caused the bell to 
give forth a tone that was heard far 
beyond tho limits of the parish. This 
bell Is said to have duue service In 
Spain for nearly 200 years before It 
was brought to the ancient pueblo of 
Santa Fe aud Installed In this church. 
In the times when the church edifice 
was used as a fort to ward off attacks 
of the Indians the bell was used to 
sound the alarm to the settlers of the 
Fe district when the Indians 
down upon the pueblo. 
When the church was built and for a 
century or two afterwards the open- 
lags In lta walls, now fitted with win- 
dows of glass, were covered with 
woven Indian blankets when storms 
came. Ordlnarly the opeulaga were 
left free of obstructloaa and the pure 
air of the mesa swept through the 
building. The bare ground served for 
a floor until 1710. when a puaoheon 
floor was put down. Since that date 
the Interior of the church has been 
ornamented with a gallery. The walls 
of the edifice are adorued with a num- 
ber of paintings, some of which sre 
the work of old r 
valuable.

Osmena to the speakership, and this 
caused assembly stock to rise very 
perceptibly, for Senor Osmena hus 
been tried in responsible aud diffi- 
cult posts and has thoroughly made 
good. 1 

"He Is the best man of his people," 
said Oen. "Jack" Weston, command- 
Ina general of the department of Lu- 
zon. "He possesses a very high de- 
gree of intelligence, and he has some- 
thing more. This Is that quality 
which may be called Imperturbability 
— the quality that makes the most suc- 
cessful generals. Take, to Illustrate, 
Japan's success over Russia. The 
men who were at the head of Japan's 
armies were the imperturbable men. 
Doubtless they had under them, per- 
haps immediately at their elbows, men 
more brilliant, but It was the imper- 
turbable men who held the supreme 
commands ar_ to whom the successes 
were due. They were -Jike the men 
who came to the front and stayed to 
the front in our own civil war. It Is 
because be possesses this quality of 
imperturbability iu a high degree that 
I have the greatest faith In Speaker 
Osmena." 

The seme sort of Indorsement of 
the Filipino speaker Is heard on all 
sides. gA young man, still under 30, 
he was a highly successful prosecuting 
officer In Cebu. and after that a highly 
successful governor of his province. 
He is not a "poll'lco." It was with 
difficulty that he could bo Induced to 
become a candidate for the assembly, 
ills caiidldary for the speakership wss 
In no sense his own He Is an intense 
pat: lot. ami. what Is more, a practical 
ni tn. His own people believe In him. 
and so do the Americana. 

The responsibility of his present 
position was hardly realized by either 
Americans or Filipinos until Secretary 
Tail made it clear that in the otvll 
goverument of the Philippines the 
speakership is s post second only to 
that of the governor general. 

It Is too early to say what the Phil- 
ippines assembly will do. There is 
some disposition 011 the part of Amer- 
ican critics to taugh at, as impracti 
cel. some of the bills that have beeu 
introduced. These critics have had 
no experience with the legislation of 
our owu ststes or about the halla of 
congress. It is probable that in 
any state legislature or any aesslou 
of congress there sre introduced 
larger percentage of "freak" bills tha i 
have yet appeared iu the Philippines 
assembly. This cau be said; There 
will be ao "freak" legislation so long 
aa Speaker Osmena is sble to coutrol 
the situation, snd so far his lu3ueu. 
all powerful.

Hid Quarreled and It le Thought Thi» 
Led to Death of Principal in 
Marcum, Cox and Cockrill 
Aaaassinations. 

Jackson, Ky.. Feb 7. — Former Coun- 
ty Judge .lames HarRis. for many 
years member of ihe state democratic 
executive committee, accused of com 
pliclty In many murders and a promt 
nent figure In the feuds which have 
disrupted Breathitt county for several 
jears. was shot an<i Instantly killed In 
his general store here Thursday after- 
noon by his son, Beach Hacgls. The 
son fired five shots In rapil succes- 
sion at his father, who fell dead while | 
his clerks were waiting on customers. 

The exact oause of the murder has 
not been learned, but it la supposed 
to have been the result of dlffi 
which have existed betwees 
and son for some time. The two men 
are reported to have had a quarrel 
several nights ago, when the father. It 
Is alleged, was compelled to resort to 
violence to restrain his son. 

Young Hargis, it la said, has been 
drinking heavily ot late. He came 
Into the Btore late In the afternoon 
and was apparently under the Influ 
ence of liquor. Judge Hargis. It is 
said, spoke to his son about his drink 
ing and a quarrel resulted. 

Father and son stepped behind a 
counter In the store,, when the son. 
after onTy a few minutes' conversa- 
tion, drew a revolver and fired five 
shots. Four took effect, the noted 
mountain character falling dead. 

The young lady stenographer and 
the/customers in the store rushed for 
the doors and fled in fright. 

Young Hargis was arrested by Town 
Marshal Gorman Smith and Orover 
Hlanton and placed in jail. He was 
raving like a maniac and the officers 
were compelled to drag him to jail 

Judge Hargis has been for years a 
prominent figure In Kentucky politl 
cal circles. He has figured In the 
courts In the mountains Tor years on 
account of the murders of Dr. Cox. At- 
torney Marcum and Jim Cockrill. 
Judge Hargis was the political leader 
of the democrats of the Tenth dis- 
trict and was the "boss" leader of 
Breathitt county. For yoajs his sway 
wus not opposed, but some years ago 
Mr. Marcum had the temerity to op- 
|K>se Hargis In a law case. From that 
date Marcum is taid to^have been a 
marked man. 

He had been on t.ial at various 
tlmeB for complicity in rtie murder of 
James B. ManmSV Jim Cockrill aud 
DP. Cox. but hnd secured an acquittal 
on all the charges. He was recently 
forced to * ay a judgment of ft OHO 
to "i'ii. Marr-um In connection with 
Ooe death of her hysband. a verdict 
hav'ng been round against hint In tbe 
circuit court at Winchester. 

Judge Hargis hud just disposed of 
this, the last of tbe cases la which he 
: ad been involved by bis connection 
with the Margls-Cockrill feud, when 
he paid a check of over f 11,000 to 
Mrs. Marcum Mrs. Marcum had sued 
Judge Harris and others fo> $100,000 
alleging that they caused the death of 
her husband. Though Hargis was a< 
quitted of the charge of having mur 
dered Marcum, the Winchester Jury 
awarded Mrs Marcum $8 000 dawase* 
against him. 

The Hargis Cock. Ill fued. one of 
which grew tbe almost innumerable 
tragedies with which Judge Haigl* 
name linked, had ' t(a inception in ■ 
political contest. The Hargis family 
had long been dominant iu Breathitt 
cou.xtv, where they conducted a geo 
eral store, were engages la the lumber 
buslneas and were generally active. 
The brothers, James, XTSf ind glbart 
were good business men and ircumu 
lated what In the utounUtiua is » 
great fortune.

The hos- 
tile ships, approaching the river mouth, 
saw the little town's defense, and, turn- 
ing, fired a gun astern and sailed away.

Precisely when it was built is not 
publicly known, but it is not an old 
craft, nor even so old as to have lost 
its charm for the lady by whose 
orders it waa constructed. It is said 
the dowager, empress spends a good 
deal of her time when she is at the 
summer palace aboard this aubstan- 
tial, unsinkable, and in all respects re- 
liable craft.

FIRST BALLOT STOOD 8 TO 4 



Defendant Wae Least Concerned of 
Any of The Persons Interacted 
in The Defence and Had to 
Quiet Attendant. 



Chicago, Feb. 1— Mrs. Dora Mr- 
Donald, who has been on trial here 
since Jan. tO, on the charge of murder 
lag Uroheter Guerin. waa acquitted by 
a Jary la the criminal court Tuesday 
night The verdict was reached after 
•fx aa\d a half hours of deliberation, 
the Jary having retired at one o'clock 
yesterday afternoon 

The defendant, who Is the widow of 
Michael O. McDonald, the former 
millionaire gambling king and polltl 
cal loader In Chicago, received the ver 
Slot without apparent emotion. During 
tbe trial aha had frequently collapsed 
and on eeveral occasions the case has 
been Interrupted In order that she 
she night receive medical attention. 
Last night, however, she was the least 
moved of any of the persons concerned 
In the defense, her attendant being 
no overcome that Mrs. McDonald was 
compelled to exchange roles with her 
and try to quiet the woman. 

Jury Deliberations Secret. 

Members of the Jury took an oath 
before reporting their findings not to 
reveal the history of their dellbera 
tlons. The first bsllot, they said, stood 
8 to 4 for acquittal but subsequent de 
velopments were carefully kept secret. 

After Mrs. McDonald had been dls 
charged she was taken tb a hotel by 
relatives. It was announced later that 
she will retire to a sanitarium. De 
spite her nervous condition during tho 
trial and the months following the 
tragedy, no hint of Insanity was offer 
ed as a defense at the trial. 

The case was given to the Jury after 
a comparatively short closing address 
for the state by Assistant States At 
torney Rlttenbause. He made little 
effort to answer the oratorical efforts 
of the attorneys for the defense, eon 
tenting himself with a matter-of fart 
presentation of the evidence and a 
short argument based on this, 

Guerin Died in His Studio. 

Webster 8. Guerin was shot and 
killed in his studio In the Omaha 
building. La Salle and Van Buren 
streets Feb. 21, 1907. Mrs. McDonald 
was alone with him when the tragedy 
occurred and waa immediately arrest- 
ed and charged with the crime. Her 
husband and Ledpold Freeman, presi- 
dent of the Champion Chemical Worka, 
signed ball bonds for $60,000 after her 
Indictment March 30. 1907. 

The shock of the tragedy, revealing 
as It did Mrs. McDonald's liaison with 
Guerin, proved disastrous to McDonald 
and he died Aug. 9, 1»07. after an 111 
neas of several weeks, His fortune 
waa left to the aocused woman and his 
two sons, one the child of a former 
marriage. Special provision was made 
it his will for Mrs. McDonald s de- 
fense and the Instrument waa attacked 
In court by his former wife. Mrs. Mary 
McDonald, from whom he had obtain- 
ed a divorce. This suit Is still pend- 
ing. 

Had Been Intimate Ten Yeara. 

It developed at I be trial just con- 
cluded that Guerin and Mrs. Dora Mo- 
Donald bad been more or lees intimate 
for almost tea yeara, their relalloaa 
having begun when Guerin was lea* 
than IT years old. The state asserted 
that Gueria had attempted to dissolve 
these relations and that the woman 
shot him la jealousy. 

The defense attacked Guarta'a char 
acter. asserting that he hnd system 
etleally blackmailed Mrs. MeDonald 
far yeara aad offered evidence to show 
that he had attacked her la his studio 
on the day of the tragedy One of the 
dramatic Incidents of the trial waa the 
aetlag out of this alleged struggle by 
two physicians who showed how Mrs. 
McDonald might have twisted the re 
volver In Ouerla'e hand until It pointed 
at his own breaat and how the trigger 
might have been pulled during the 
struggle. 

The trtsl attracted unusually large 
crowds and on aeveral occaasions the 
police and bailiffs had to unite roroea 
to hold would be spectators In check.
